The fiend that is raring around 
the country boostfng still higher 
the already high cost of living 
must surely suffer pangs of keen 
disappointment when he sees the 
people of Safford

failed completely 
for when you 
consider the food value of a quart 
of milk there is surely no one to 
cqmplain 
that 10 cents is a high 
price for it 
In the face of these facts it 
seems rather strange that there 
is not more milk being used 
I 
believe that the principal reason 
for this is that the people who 
are supplying the product are for¬ 
getting that it is necessary not 
only to put up a clean 
product 
which they are doing 
but to put 
it up in such a way that it will 
tempt the appetite 
and thus not 
only 
supply 
but 
create a 
de- 
mand

How must milk be handled 
to 
accomplish 
such a result 
Did 
you ever drink a glass of milk 
that had just come off the cooler 
and had been 
milked 
but a few 
minutes 
If you have not you 
have missed something 
It is a 
drink that will put the various 
soft drinks on the shelf 
But it 
must be cold and free from 
all 
animal taints and odors 
Thor- 
oughly
